The Board adjourned 
to meet December 21st. 


SUIT AGAINST A MINING EXPERT. 
San Francisco, Nov. 16.—George C.

RAILRUAD TAXES, 


Offer of the Southern Pacitic Road 
to Compromise. _ 
San Francisco, Nov. 16.—The Chron- 
icle will publish to-morrow the corres- 
pondence between E. Black Ryan, agent 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and State Controller John Dunn, in 
which the railroad company offers to set- 
tle the taxes due the State, if calculated 
on a basis of the levy of 1882. Ryan ten- 
ders $22,167 ‘“‘for the use and benefit of 
San Diego county,’’ stating that the com- 
pany declines to acknowledge that any, 
amount is due from it for taxes. Con- 
troller Duna refuses it by saying that the 


taxes of that county amount to $32,158.03, 
and that the Controller can only certify 
to the full amount due. He further 
points out that under a_ section of 
the code all individuals and corporations 
are required to pay the full amount and 
to seek recovery for any over taxation by 
asuit against the State Treasurer. When 
Ryan handed in his communication he 
stated to the controller that he made the 
same application in. relation to the 
counties of Placer, Nevada, Sierra, Yuba, 
Butte, Tehama and Merced, for the 
Central Pacific; for San Mateo, and Kern 
counties, in conjunction with San Diego, 
for the Southern Pacific Railroad; Yolo 
and Sacramento counties for the Northern 
railway and Contra Costa for San Pablo 
and Tulare R. R. In other words; if the 
State authorities would accept the tender 
made in his letter. regarding San Diego 
county, the railroad would pay its taxes 
in the other counties mentioned above on 
the same basis; that is, on the basis of the 
assessment of 1882, leaving the question 
whether the corporacion is liable for the 
whole amount levied by the State Board 
in 1883, to be determined by the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court. 


CARELESS RAILROADING. 


A Passenger Train Mashed up and 
Lives Lost.

A BROKEN FLANGE. 


Accident to a Party Bound for 
Southern California.

Minister had been agreed upon at the | 
meeting of asecret society at Lille, and 
he came to Paris to execute the mandate 
of the society. He regretted that he had 
not been successful, and said as soon as 
he was liberated he would make another 
attempt which would be successful. Ferry 
did not hear of the affair until’ 6 o’clock.

FIGHTING THE EVIL. 


At Cleveland, Ohio, a secret organi- 
tion has been formed, having for its 
object the suppression of polygamy. 
They have issued a circular to the 
public ‘requesting that other commu- 
uities take up the work and form 
branch organizations, and that every 
city, town and hamlet in this broad do- 
main unite in deluging Congress with 
petitions for the suppression of this 
monstrosity which alax system of en- 
forcing our laws has allowed to grow to 
gigantic proportions. It isa difficult 
matter to explain how a respectable 
body of men, who assume to direct the 
machinery of this government, who are 
@ part of the people and who are sup- 
posed to have some interest in con- 
ducting it properly, can sit supinely 
and see the monster, reeking witb 
contaminating everything it 
touches as it drags its hideous carcass 
over some of the best and dearest of 
of our institutions. The ciicular re- 
cites: 


“Phe time has come when action is 
necessary. The honor and fair name of 
this nation are in danger. Licetrtieus- 
ness and a total disregard of the laws of 
the land are bringing us to disgrace 
among all the people of the earth. En- 
rope, as in the days of slavery, is call- 
ing upon usin the name of decency to 
cleanse ourselves of a species of moral 
corruption, which in foulness has not 
been surpassed during the present cen- 
tury. Ever since Joe Smith, than 
whom no gre:ter fraud ever lived, es- 
tablished the Mormon church, the fun- 
damental doctrines of which are 
polygamy and profligacy, -there has 
rested upon this nation a stain which 
has beén a disgrace to us and to the 
civilized world. The Mormon church 
has flourished like rank vegetation, 
until to-day it has tens of thousands of 
supporters and millions of money. Con- 
verts in large numbers are being con- 
ducted to this country from the pauper 
districts of Europe, while missionaries 
are constantiy employed in the South, 
misleading the poor and ignorant. 
Children are brought here from abroad to 
be educated in the infamous proctices of 
the saints and elders. The church, which 
was founded in deceit and superstition, 
is daily gaining enormous power and 
influence.. The world cries out agaiust 
such progress, and in the name of hu- 
manity, home and common decency de- 
mands a halt in the rapid strides of 
lechery and law-breaking. The fire- 
sides of America are the bulwarks of the 
nation’s liberty, and the interceding 
agents for its redemption and everlast- 
ing preservation, Let them be guarded 
with jealous care. Let them remain 
uncontaminated by the horrible influ- 
ences now being spread by sensual 
hypocrites and soulless charlatans. As 
yet Congress has taken but little in- 
terest in the matter, for some reason 
best known to members thereof, and as 
a consequence it remains for the people 
at large to throttle the evil in the best 
manner possible and rid the country of 
the curse which their representatives in 
Congress have failed to recognize. An 

- immense lobby of Mormon elders have 
signified their intention to go to Wash- 
ington this winter for the purpose of de- 
feating the bills introduced for regulat- 
ing pulygamy. A great deal of money 
will be spent, and if there is 
not a popular uprising against the ob- 
noxious teachings and practices of the 
Mormons. Congress will again, no 
doubt, refuse to recognize the evil, and 
nothing will be done to eradicate it. In 
view of this, the National League for 
the Suppression of Polygamy of Cleve- 
land, urgerily request that petitions be 
circulated in every city, town and school 
district in the United States asking 
Congress to submit to the Legisla- 
tures of the various States an amend- 
ment tothe constitution prohibiting po- 
lygamy. This will be an important step, 
and if accomplished will prevent the 
institution from being recognized in any 
of the present States or in Territories 
that may become States hereafter. It is 
hoped the public will take an interest in 
the matter and see that Congress is 
deluged with petitions during the com- 

* Ing session. Ifthere is a general de- 
mand from all parts of the country for 
the abolition of polygamy Congress will 
be compelled to heed the demand, and 
the only way to make such a demand is 
by means of extensively signing peti- 
tions.

The Non-Irrigabie Lands. 
-To the Editor of the Times— Str: 
Let no speculator prick up his ears to lis- 


__ ten to tales of soft things in store, as this 
“article does not concern him. Neither are 


barley and wheat raisers much interested 
in this “layout’’ for most of the land 
treated of herein, although adapted to the 
growth of grain, is yet in a condition not 
to tempt the skinners of soil. Only those 
sturdy sons and daughters of man that are 
willing to invest bone and muscle will be 
much interested in what I am about to 
place on paper. The slant of the sun is an 
important factor in values of soil. North 
slopes are in this locality much more val- 
uable than south slopes, from the fact that 
most things can be grown on them with- 
out irrigation.e This fact has been lost 
sight of by locators, but has been known 
' to close observers for years. The writer 
has been experimenting on _ north- 
ern slopes for thirty years, and has 
proyen their capacity to produce 
more and better fruits than any 


other. Or more correctly, a better qual- 
ity of fruit than any others, especially 
_apples and all other fruit grown in this 
latitude and longitude, and is adapted to 
the climate. Ithas dawned on the public 
that there is no possibility of over-produc- 
tion of good fruit. Now, the very best 
lands available tor the production of the 
most desirable fruits are as yet unoccu- 
pied, and, for the most part, owned by 
the public or the railroad companies. 
f£very hill and mountain in the State 
(and the State is nine-tenths hills and 
mountains) hasa north slope. Some, it 
is admitted, are too steep to be desirable 
at present, but not too steep to be utilized 
eventually, with small exceptions. 

In all countries that have as little rain 
as ours the economy of moisture isa grand 
desideratum. The north slopes north of 
the equator doit, and render irrigation 
unnecessary. In this latitude, for in- 
stance, thecurrant and eherry (thousands 
of dollars’ worth of which are consumed 
and none produced) do not do well on 
south slopes, but will do nicely on many 
northern presentations. 

The cherry and currant are not the only 

- exception. Apples, peaches, pears dnd 
even grapes will do betteron northern 
slopes, as the product will be later in 
ripening and meet a better market 0 
better keeping qualities and a better 
flavor. 

Then the nut-bearing trees are all ad- 
‘apted to the north slopes. When the 
labor of securing the crop is taken into 
consideration these latter should never, be 
left out. Also the fact that nuts can be 
held for months and years without loss, 
and thus avoid the need of forcinga 
market. Thisis the case with dried fruit 
which will eventually come to be the 
staple of the small farmers reliance, as 
the wool and wine and oil has been else- 
where previously. North slopes where 
too steep for ordinary culture, must be 
terraced or cultivated in benches. This 
terrace culture is a great addition toa 
landscape and a wonderful economizer 
of the elements for plant life. On thin 
soils the added thickness at the 
base of the embankment make a 
sponge of storage for moisture, 
where the roots of trees and 
wil] find it. I have come to look at these 
live things as personalities and talk of 
them as having intelligence. It is a grade 
of intelligence, for the connecting link be- 


tween plant life and that of the severed | Wheat, 
animal is now recognized. My trees talk | $ 


to me and ask my sympathies in their 
struggies to survive and be happy. And 
it is no stretch of fancy to listen to their 
laughter and smile with their smiles. 
These northern slopes are always contigu- 
ous to southern exposures, so that any 
climate is available in which to live. 
The difference of temperature between 
day and_night here makes the selection of 
building sitesa great item. This must be 
done with judgment, or disastrous conse- 
quences to health ensue. Few north- >} 
ern exposures are proper for dwellings of 
man or beast north ofthe equator.
